HOW 10 HAVE A GOOD GARDEN. — 


Seeds of the best possible quality will fail through improper treatment. 
Thus, if a small seed be sown so deeply that the young plant cannot reach 
the surface, the seed, however good, will fail. More failures result from a 
want of proper knowledge of conditions necessary to germination than from 
bad quality of seeds themselves. These conditions are, a proper temper- 
ature, sufficient moisture, and free access of air: besides these, the soil must 
be in proper condition, and present no physical obstacle to the growth of the 
young plant. If heavy rains have compacted the surfaceof the soil,and the 
sun has baked it to a hard crust, it will be impossible, even if all other con- 
ditions are favorable. for the seeding plants to force their way through it, 
aud many perish from this cause alone. Seeds differ greatly as to the tem- 
perature required for germination. Beets, Cress, Peas, etc. ,germinate ra- 
pidly at a temperature of 45 degrees; but if Melons and other seeds of that 
family, bush or pole Beans, and other plants of sub-tropical origin, are sown 
under the same conditions, they will be apt to decay, as for their prompt 
germination they require a heat of at jeast 60 degrees. For this reason 
many seeds fail yearly from too early sowing. The second condition, prop- 
er moisture, is likely to be violated by an excess rather than by too little 
moisture. The proper amount is that which a well-drained soil will natur- 
ally hold. Free access of air is all-important, and this interfered with bv 
an access of water in the soil. In germination.complex chemical changes 
take place in the seeds, in which the air performs an important part. A 
portion of the seed is consumed, carbonic ecid gas being given off in chang- 
ing the starch and other constituents of the seed into nutriment to forward | 
the growth of the germ or embryo plant. which depends uron the contents 
of the see’ until it has formed roots below ground and leaves above. and is 
able to sustain itself. Besides these conditions affecting the germination of 
the seed, the young plants, after they have mace their way tothe surface, 
are liable to various accidents a sudden current of very cold air, or a con- 
tinued drying wind, may check their growth,’or destroy the young plants 
altogether. I:1 addition, there are numerous insects, both helow and above 
ground, that may attack the plants, some of these being so small that they 
often destroy a crop before thev are discovered :

Directions For the Cultivation of Vegetables. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things are at least neccessary; 
viz., a suitable soil, pure seed, and clean culture; to whieh may be added as 
equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn-yard manure, supple- 
mented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure fora 
vegetable garden should be preferably south or southeast, or nearly so. 
The soil should be naturally rich and friable, a sandy loam being among the 
best. If the soil be stiff, it shoula be gradually mellowed by the free use of 
barn-yard manure, or, if convenient, by the addition ofsand. If wet, or in- 
clined to hold an excess of moisture, it should be under-drained, preferably 
by tile; but if possible, a location should be selected naturally dry and free 
from surface water. 

A dark-colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed 
vegetable matter, will produce the earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it 
should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading an inch or two deeper 
each year, and-not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure 
and money be both abundant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by 
adding more or less vegetable mold from the woods. To produce the best 
and most uniform results,the vegetable garden should have at least one 
foot of good, rich soil. The roots of largetrees should not be allowed to en- 
croach on any partof the garden, though large trees, especially evergreens, 
sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the north and west. 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size to facilitate 
the practice of a rotation of crops, which is an important matter. Asarule, 
never let the same crop or kind of vegetable occupy the same bed or spot 
two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form 
an exception, to this rule, but it is nevertheless betterto keep up rotation. 
Every year these beds mnst be warmed up by a liberal coat of manure 
which should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow everything in 
drills or manured broadcast. 


Directions for Making a Hot-bed. 


In the vicinity of New York, from the first to the middle of March is quite 
early enough to make a bot-bed, and even alittle later will do well enough. 
The time must vary according to the latitude. Provided a quantity of fresh 
horse inanure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third 
to one-half of its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the 
mass in successive layers,and form into a large pile, so that fermentation 


will proceed even in severely cold weather. Intwo or three days fermenta- 
tion will be apparent by the escape of steam from the heap. Now turn 
and allow the heap to remain two or three days longer, or until the 
second fermentation commences. Make an excavation, or pit, two-and-a- 
half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The 
pit will be better if built of brick. It should be made in some dry, shel- 
tered spot, facing the south or east if possible. Hot-bed sashes are usually 
6x3 feet, and oue sash will generally give early plants enough for a large 
family. The frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back 
and twelve iuches high in the front, which will give the proper slope to 
catch the sunlight. Cross pieces should be placed for the sashesto slide on, 
to facilitate opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, 
the manure is pJaced in the pit and trodden down firmly in layers to the re- 
quired depth, two or two-and-a-half feet. Then put on the sashes, and keep 
the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100 degrees 
or more, which is too hot to sow the seed in; but in two or three days it will 
subside to 90 degrees or a little less, when the soil may be put on to the 
depth of six or eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by plung- 
ing a thermometer in the manure. Thesoil should be of well-rotted sod 
(or common garden soil will do), mixed with about a third of fine old man- 
ure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two or three inches 
apart, and afterwards(as soon as out of the seed-leaf)either thinned out or 
else transplanted to another frame. Air must be given every mild day by 
raising the sashes at the back. Water with tepid water whenever necessary, 
and during cold nights and snow storms keep covered with straw mats or 
board shutters. Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg-plants should be sown in a 
separate frame from the Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require 
more heatthan the latter. The same directions may apply to hot-beds 
made on the surface of the ground, except that the manure should beat 
least a foot wider on all sides’than the frame.
